^s/inR^nHwonte ceremonfes 
had been prepared by the pastor, 
the Rev. Father T. L. Crowley, O. 
P. Beautiful decorations adorned 
the altars and the green vestments 
ot the priests and white surpliced 
acolytes blended In with the pic- 
ture of the sanctuary with its flow- 
er decked and brllllaBtly lighted 
altars. The sermon was preaebed 
by the Rer. Father Baxter, who 
eulogised St. Patrick, the priest, 
the apostle, the saint and con- 
queror, and then spoke ot Ireland, 
long and suffering, beautiful Erin, 
the land of triiimpli, glory and sor- 
row; a people tlirowing off hate 
and enduring persecutions with a 
constancy unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the world. Following the 
church services the vast throng 
gathered in the school yard, where 
John H, Hennessy. President of 
Division 4, formally presented a 
beautiful silk American flag to the 
children of St. Louis Bertrand's 
school. The flag was run up and 
accepted by Rev. Father Crowley, 
who delivered a most patriotic ad- 
dress. 

The entertainment at night un- 
der the auspices of Division 4 was 
the most successful attempted here 
for years, standing room being at 
a premium at Bertrand Hall. 
County President William J. Con- 
nelly presided, and excellent num- 
bers were rendered by .\Ii.ssej-; Aleen 
Zix, Margaret Horan, Margaret Cas- 
person, Rena Eckcrt and Mayme 
Ooering, and Messrs. Tltomas 
Lamer, John J. Flynn, Walter T.

Germany is fighting the war of tha 
world's democracy. Germany is 
throwing down the challeng<> to 
England's supremacy of the seas 
and saying to every wage serf, to 
every nation crushed by oppression 
'The hour is eome.' It has been 
stated that Ireland is loyal to Eng- 
land. I deny that statement. In 
the name of 300,000 members of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, In 
the name of the Catholic press and 
in the name of the American press 
that is not subsidised by English 
money or controlled by Englishmen 
— and Lord Norlhdiffe alone con- 
trols eighteen papers in America — 
I say that Ireland Is not loyal to 
England. Ireland is loyal to her 
own people, Irelud is loyal to 700 
years of history, Ireland Is loyal to 
truth and honor. For her to be 
loyal to England would *be to turn 
her back on 700 years of glorious 
history. Yon can not trade away 
Ireland's integrity, national honor 
and 700 years of glorious history 
for the mess of pottage called home 
rule."

bied for the Hutchcraft bill were 
only pulling political chestnuts out 
of the flre for aspiring politicians. 
If questioned as to their reasons for 
SUPltorting the measure liquor lob- 
byists will tell you that they only 
did this In sell-defense, as they had 
been told by the administration 
leaders that they would have to 
accept the Hutchcraft bill or worse, 
meaning by the latter the Greene 
bill. Now as a proof of the con- 
tention made all along In these col- 
umns that there was no danger of 
State-wide prohibition. If Got. Stan- 
ley was still loyal to the liqaor in- 
terests, and by that loyalty ready 
to veto any prohibition measure, 
the following figures given by a 
member of the Legislature to a rep- 
resentative of this paper are con- 
clusive. And to make it more forci- 
ble he says that he is giving the 
widest latitude possible to the dry 
men — in fact giving every doubtful 
vote In both houses. 

In the Legislature the vote on a 
bill that only Inclined to prohibi- 
tion, like the county unit, for In- 
stance, would have been sirty-flve 
dry and thirty-five wet. In the 
same body on a State-wide prohibi- 
tion bill, without any strings tied 
to It, the vote would have been tlt- 
tr-tlx dry and forty-four wet, or 
only a majority of twelre. To pass
